I 
understand that Frau Dollfuss is. now in Switzerland, that 
her appeals to Mussolini have gone unanswered and that 
she has not been permitted to enter Italian territory. 
According to a colleague who smuggled her out of Austria, 
her funds will shortly be conpletely exhausted.
